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fentatives, and one copy of the jour- 
nals of the Legislative Council.

To amend the Laws now in force 
respecting public roads. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Legis- 
lative Council and Houfe of Repre- 
fentatives of the Alabama Territo¬ 
ry, in General Afsembly convened ,, 
That it (hall hereafter be lawful lor 
oi/erf«r to re- the overfeer of any public road, il 

quire all'pedons . r - * * 1! 

to work on roads he deems it neceisary, to require au 
Sr,#.* 11 and every perfon, or perTons reh 
dmg within his precinct, and not 
exempted from such ferviceby law, 
to work on faid road ten days and 
no longer ; except when bridges and 


exceptioG - 
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caufeways may require repair, and 
in that cafe as long as may be necef- 
r ary for that purpofe, not exceed¬ 
ing twenty days- 

Sec. 2 And be it further enacted, 
that hereafter the overfeer of any 
public road (hall be liable to be fi¬ 
ned on prefentment, at the discre 
tion of the Jury trying the fame, if 
the road of which he is overieer 
fball have remained out of repair 
for the period of twelve days at a- 
ny one time, provided fuch over¬ 
feer have any notice thereof. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, 
♦hat hereafter when any delinquent 
lhall be returned to a juftice of the 
Peace, by the overfeer of a public 
road, and it (hall become necefsary 
to ilsue procefs againft fuch delin~ 
quent, fuch procefs (hall be ifsued, 
and all further proceedings carried 
on in the name of the Territory ; 
and if the profecution fail, the coft 
fhaii be adjudged as in other Terri¬ 
torial cafes : and the court may, if 
it appear that the return has been 
made, or the profecution eommen 
ced by fuch overfeer from malicious 
motives, tax him with coft.

AN ACT 

To abolifh the right of furvivor— 
ftiip in all cases. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Le¬ 
gislative Council and Houfe of Re¬ 
presentatives of the Alabama Terri¬ 
tory , in General Assembly convened. 
That hereafter when two or more 
perfons hold an eftate real or per- 
lonal, jointly, and one joint tenant 
dies before feverance, his intereft in 
faid joint eftate fhall not furvive to 
the remaining joint tenant, or joint 
tenants, but fhall descend to, and 
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be vetted in, the heirs or other legal 
representatives of fuch deceafed 
joint tenant, in the fame tnanner as 
if his intereft.bad been fevered and 
afcertained.

And be it further enacted 9 
That all that tract of country, lying 
weft of faid county of Cotaco, fouth 
of TennefTee river, eaft of the weft- 
ern boundary line of range number¬ 
ed nine, and north of the boundary 
line of townlhip numbered eight, 
from the fouthern boundary of the

June and December* 
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Sec, 7. Andbeit further enacted, 
that the faid courts for the said coun¬ 
ty of Cotaco, (hall, for the time be¬ 
ing 1 , be holden at the Houfe of Wil¬ 
liam Vaughn : the faid courts in and 
for faid county of Lawrence, 
(hall for the time being, be holden 
at Melton's Bluff: and the faid 
Courts in and for the faid county of 
Franklin, (hall, for the time 
being be holden at the Houfe of 
Maj Neely, on lower Spring creek:

See, i. Be it enacted by the Le¬ 
gislative Council and House of Re¬ 
presentatives of the Alabama Terri¬ 
tory, in General Assembly convened. 
That, hereafter, all that traft of 
country lying weft of the Cherokee 
boundary, iouth of the boundary line 
o i townlhip numbered eight, from 
the fouthern boundary of the ftate 
of Tennffee, bounded on the weft by 
the Sipfey fork, to its junction with 
the Mulberry Fork of the Black 
Warrior ; from thence by the united 



ftream, to its junction with the Lo« 
cull fork of faid river ; thence by 
faid river, to a point oppofite the 
fouthern extremity of Jones’ Val¬ 
ley ; thence by a line drawn from 
faid river, through the fouthern ex¬ 
tremity of faid Valley, to the main 
ridge dividing the waters of faid ri* 
ver from thofe of Cahawba river; 
and bounded on the fouth and fouth- 
eaft by faid ridge, to its eaftern ex¬ 
tremity; and from thence by a line 
running due eafl to fatd Cherokee 
boundary, fhall form one county, to 
be called and known by the name of 
Blount.

Authorifing the taking the Cenfus of 
the Alabama Territory. 

Sec, 1. Be it enacted by the Legis¬ 
lative Count il and Houfe of Refire - 
Jentatives of the Alabama Territo - 
ry x in General Afsembly convened § 
That it fhali be the duty of aJl the 
inhabitants of this Territory* being 
heads of families, and perfons not 
belonging to any particular family, 
to render a true and faithful efti- 
mate to the Afsefsors of taxes in 
their refpective Counties ; fuch efli* 
mates from heads of white families 
to be on oath, and contain an enu¬ 
meration of the whole number of 
inhabitants belonging to his or her 
family, making a correct didincuon 
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between the number of white males 
over twenty-one years of age, white 
males under twenty-one years of 
age; white females over twenty-one 
years, white females under twenty- 
one years ; the total of free people 
of color, Indians not taxed excepted, 
and the total of flaves. 

Sec. 2. 4 nd be it jurther enacted. 

That it fhall be the duty of the af- 
feflors of taxes in each and every _ . 

county within this Territory, to fcfior. 
claim and receive of all heads of fa¬ 
milies, and other perfons as deferib- 
ed in the preceding fection, the efti- 
mate whicn they are therein required 
to furnifh. The oath required of 
the heads of families as aforelaid, 

(hail be adminiftered by the faid af- 
feifjrs in each refpeflive county, and 
in form as follows, to wit: f# You 
do folemnly fwear (or affirm, as the o*ih 
cafe may be) that the efiimate which 
you now render, contains a true and 
faithful enumeration of the clumber 
of inhabitants of which your family 
confifis, with the proper diftincticn 
of fexes, age, and color, fo help you 
God." 

Sec, g. And be it further enacted, 
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A’fo fubject 
to pains 
and penalties 
aga'.nft pur 
jury 


That if ary perfon {ball fail to make 
a return of him or berfelf and family, 
crarty part thereof, being thereunto 
requefted by the faid affeffors, or 
fhall knowingly, make a falfe or im¬ 
proper return, he or fire fhall be fined 
in the fum oi fifty dollars, to be re¬ 
covered before any juftice of the 
Peace or of the Quorum of the coun¬ 
ty, one half thereof to the ufe of the 
informer, and the other half to be 
paid into the county treafury. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted. 
That in addition to the penalty pre¬ 
ferred in the preceding lefiion, if 
any perfon fhall, knowingly, make a 
falfe or incorreft return of his or her 
family, as directed by this act, he on 
{he fhall be liable to all the pains and 
penalties provided by law againft 
perjury. 

Sec. 5. And be it fur her enacted. 
That the following form fhall be a— 
doptecl and ufed by each and every 
afieffor in this Territory, for the claf- 
fification of the inhabitants thereof! 
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Sec. 6. be it further enacted. 

That each and every alfoflbr in this 
Territory, fhail, before he enters on 
the duties of his office, in addition to 
the oath required of him by law, as 
aflVffor, take, and fubfenbe before 
fomeperfon authorifed to adminifter 
the fame, an oath, in the following 
form, to wit: I, A. B. do folemnly 
fwear, (or affirm, as the cafe may be) 
that I will take the cenfus of the 
county of , according to the 

true intent and meaning of this act, 
the be ft of my knowledge, fohelp 
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turn 
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me God ; which faid oath, fubfcribed

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Le¬ 
gislative Council and House of Re- 
prefentatives of the Alabama Terri¬ 
tory, in General Afsembly convened, 
That hereafter all that trad of coun¬ 
try lying welt of the Cherokee boun¬ 
dary line ; fouth and eaft of the 
county of Blount, and north of a line 
to be drawn from weft to eaft through 
the fouthern extremity of the Ca¬ 
hawba Valley, from the eaftern 
boundary ot laid county of Blount,

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to Coola river, and thence up faid 
river to where it is interfe&ed i>y the 
faid Cherokee boundary, {hall coiv 
ftitute one county, to be called and 
known by the name of Shelby. 

Sec. 2’ -dnd be it jurther enacted. 
That hereafter, all that tra£l of coun. 
try bounded on the north by the 
faid county of Shelby ; on the weft 
and fouth-weit, by the county of 
Tuikaioofa ; on the fouth, by a line 
to be drawn from the head waters of 
Five Mile Creek, to the upper end 
County of the ridge dividing the waters of 
the Cahawba from thofe of Mulber¬ 
ry Creek ; thence by a direct line to 
the Coofa River, oppofitethe mouth 
of Hatchet Creek ; and on the eaft 
by Coofa River, (hall form one coun¬ 
ty, to be called and known by the 
name of Cahawba. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. 
That there fhali be holden in and 
for faid county of Shelby, in each 
year, a Superior Court of Law and 
Time of Equity, on the fir ft Mondays in May 
ct^in and November ; and, there Ibali be 
she** taw holden in and for the faid county of 
Shelby, in each year, a County 
Court, on the fourth Mondays in A- 
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pril and Oftober, and an intermedi¬ 
ate Court on the fourth Mondays in 
January and July. 

Sec 4. And be it further enacted , 
That there {hall be holden, in and 
for the faid county of Cahawba> in 
each year, a Superior Court erf Law 
and Equity, on the fecond Mondays 
in May and November; and there 
fhall be holden in and for faid coun- 

g of Cahawba, in each year, a 
Minty Court, on the third Mondays 
inMay and November, and an in¬ 
termediate Court, on the third Mon¬ 
days in February and Auguft. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted. 
That, for the time being, the faid 
Courts for the faid county of Shelby, 
(hall be holden at the houfe of Wil¬ 
liam S. Wallace; and the faid Courts 
in and for the faid county of Cahaw¬ 
ba, (hall be holden at the Falls of the 
Cahawba ; but the faid Courts may, 
refpeftively, for want of neceffary 
buildings at the feveral places here¬ 
in defignated for holding the fame, 
adjourn to fuch other places, conti¬ 
guous thereto, as may feem tnofl 
proper. 

Sec, *5. find h? it further enacted , 
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That the faid Superior, County, and 
intermediate Courts, herein required 
to be hoWen, may, refpeftively, con¬ 
tinue their feflions, fix judicial days, 
and no longer.

For the better regulation of Judicial 
proceedings. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Le¬ 
gislative Council and Houfe oj Re¬ 
presentatives of the Alabama Terri¬ 
tory , in General Assembly convened , 
That every joint bond, covenant, 
bill, promifTory note, or judgment 
of any Court of record of any ftate 
or Territory of the United .States, 
(hall be deemed and conftrued to 
have the famecffefii in law, as a joint 
and feveral bond, covenant, bill, pro- 
mifTory note or judgment ; and it 
(hall be Jawful to fue out procefs 
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and proceed to judgment,againfl any 
one, or more of the obligors, cove¬ 
nanters, or drawers, of any fuch joint 
bond, covenant, bill or promiffory 
note, or againil any one or more, of 
the defendants to any fuch joint judg¬ 
ment. 

Sec* 2. And be it further enacted , 
That whenever a writ fhall ifTue, a- 
gainft two or more joint, or joint 
and feveral, obligors, covenanters, or 
drawers of any fuch bond, covenant, 
bill, or promiffory note, or againft 
two, or more, of the defendants to 
$ny fuch joint judgment, it fhall be 
lawful for the plaintiff, or his attor¬ 
ney, at any time after the return of 
faid writ, or an alias writ, to difcon- 
tinuefuch action, againft any one or 
more, of the defendants, on whom 
faid writ, or alias writ, fhall not have 
been executed ; and proceed to 
judgment againft any one, or more 
of laid defendants, on whom faid 
writ (hall have been executed, or 
proceed to ifTue an alias or plunus 
writ, at his election. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. 
That whenever a judgment fhall 
have been rendered by any Court of 
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record, or any Juflice of the Peace # 
in this Territory, and an execution 
againft the defendant, or defendants 
{hall have been returned by the pro* 
per officer, ** no property found ” 
on the affidavit of the plaintiff, or 
other credible perfon, that faid de* 
fendaqt, or defendants, hath or have 
no property within the knowledgeof 
fuch affiant, in his or their poffeffion^ 
and that fuch affiant hath juft reafon 
to believe that another perfon, or 
perfons, is, or are indebted to fuch 
defendant, or defendants, or hath or 
have effects of fuch defendant, or 
defendants, in his or their hands, it 
{hall be lawful for faid Court, or 
Juflice of the Peace, to caufe the per. 
Sfon or perfons fuppofed to i>e in- 
debted to, or fuppofed to have any 
of the effects of the faid defendant, 
or defendants, to be fumrnoned, 
forthwith, to appear before faid 
Court or Juflice, as a garnifhee or 
ganifhees, and faid Court, or Juflice 
of the Peace, fhall examine and pro¬ 
ceed againft fuch garnifhee or gar- 
nifhees, in the fame manner as ie. 
quired by law, againft garnifhees in 
original attachments. 
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Sec, 4. And be it further enacted. 
That in all actions of debt, founded 
on any bond, promlfTory note, or 
judgment, when the original writ 
{hall have been executed on the de- 
fendant, or defendants, fixty days 
before the return thereof? it fhall he 
lawful for the Court, in which fuch 
aftion is inflituted, to proceed to 
judgment at the term to which fuch 
writ is returned ; unlefs the defen- 
dant, or defendants, fhail make oath, 
to the beft of his or their knowledge 
and belief, that he or they, will be a- 
ble to make a defence, going to the 
actual merits of the the cafe. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted f 
‘That all executions, hereafter iffued 
by any of the Superior Courts of 
this Territory, fhall be made return¬ 
able, ninety days after they refpec- 
tiveiy bear tefte : and it (ball be the 
duty of the clerk of each of fa id 
Courts, when an execution shall be 
returned in vacation, if necefsary, 
to lfsue an alias or piurius execution, 
in the same manner as if the same 
had been returned in term time. 

Sec. 6* /hid be it further enacted , 
That if any sheriff shall, on the re- 
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turn of an execution, fail to pay o- 
ver any money collected by virtue 
thereof, he shall on motion of the 
plaintiff in such execution, as in o- 
ther cafes, be subject to a recovery 
of the amount by him received, ana 
damages at the rate of fifteen per- 
centum : and if any clerk shall fail 
to pay, on demand, to the party en- 
titled thereto, or his attorney, any 
money by him received, in his capa¬ 
city as clerk, he shall, in like man¬ 
ner. be subject to a recovery of the 
amount so received, and damages 
at the late of fifteen per centum 
the damages in either case, to be ca l¬ 
culated from the time at which u is 
in evidence, such sheriff or clerk re¬ 
ceived such money. 

Sec, 7. And be it further enacted 
That if any sheriff shal l fail to make 
the money required by any execu¬ 
tion, before the return day thereof, 
when the defendant has fufficient 
property, within the knowledge of 
fitch fheriff, he fhall be liable to a re¬ 
covery of the amount due on Inch 
execution, including interest and 
cost, in an action on the case 
brought by the party aggrieved. 



Sec. 8. And be it further enacted, 
That whenever any cause of action 
may exist against two or s more part¬ 
ners, trading in copartnership, or a- 
gainst partners of any denomination 
whatever, it fhail be la wful to pro- 
fecute an action against any one or 
more of them : and when a writ ftiatl 
be iffued against all the partners of 
any firm, fervice of the fame on any 
one of them fhallbe deemed equiva¬ 
lent to a service on all : & the piain- 
tifFmay file his declaration, and pro¬ 
ceed to judgment, as tl said writ had 
been ferved on each defendant ; and 
the judgment fhall be equally valid 
and effectual againft all the defen¬ 
dants. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted 
That the Superior Courts of this 
Territory, fitting in Chaucery, fha'l 
in all cafes where a bill is pending, 
or may be hereafter filed, to compel 
the fpecific performance of a con¬ 
tract, have power to make a decree, 
veiling title to any property real or 
perfonal, in the complainant, as fully 
and effectually as if conveyed by the 
defendant, in conformity with the 
contract on which fuch bill and dc- 
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cree are founded ; and a writ (hall 
ifsue to the Sheriff, or other officer, 
commanding him forthwith* to put 
fuch complainant in pofsefsion. 

Sec. to. And be itfurther enacted t 
That whenever the property of an 
abfconding debtor fhall be attached, 
n . ot he replevied, unlefs the 
c>fei fecurity in the replevy bond fhalt 
undertake to return thefpecific pro¬ 
perty attached, or pay and fatisfy 
fuch judgement as may be rendered 
againft the defendant. 

Sec. ti. And be it further enacted, 
That, hereafter, in all actions found¬ 
ing in damages, it fhall be lawful 
for the clerk of the court in which 
fuch action is commenced, or any 
Juftice of the Quorum of the Coun¬ 
ty, where fuch fuit may be inflitu- 
ted, to order the defendant or de~ 
fendants to be held to bail in fuch 
for fum as may feem proper, on the affi¬ 
davit of the plaintiff, or other cre¬ 
dible perfon, fetting forth fatisfac- 
tory reafons for praying fuch order : 
provided, however, that it fhall be 
the duty of the Court, to which 
fuch writ may be returned, on ap¬ 
plication at the firfl term thereof 
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after the commencement of fuch 
action, fupported by fatisfactory 
proof; to discharge the bail taken 
under fuch order, or reduce the a. 
mount for which bail may have been 
required. 

Sec. 12. And be it further enacted 
That where any fuit (hail be inftitu- 
ted againft two or more perfons as 
partners in any fiim, if one or more 
perfons, not partners jn said firm, 
Stall have been fued as fuch ; the 
court before whom faid fuit is or 
fhall be pending, (ball discontinue 
faid fuit againfi fuch perfon or per- 
fons, as (hall appear not to be part¬ 
ners, in faid firm, and proceed to 
Judgment and execution againft all 
or any of the defendants in fuch ac¬ 
tion, who fhall appear to be part¬ 
ners.

Sec* l* Be it enacted by the Legit* 
lative Council and Houfe of Repre- 
fentatives of the Alabama Territo- 

? Y in General Afsembly convened - 
hat the land-holders, freeholders, 
and houfe holders of the Town of 
Blakeley, (hall, on the firfl Monday 
in March, or as foon thereafter as 
may be convenient, in each and e~ 
very year, in faid town, hold an e- 
leciion, to commence at ten o'clock 
in the forenoon, and to clofeat five 
o’clock in the afternoop ; and then 
and there elect by ballot, and a ma¬ 
jority of votes, fivecommifsioners, 
a majority of whomfhall conftitute 
a quorum to do bufinefs ; alfc, a 
Treafurer, Afsefsor and Collector, 
to ferve for the term of one year : 
and the faid coramifsioners fo elec¬ 
ted, (hall, on the next day after 
fuch election, in each and every 
year, meet and elect by ballot and 
a majority of votes from their own 
body, a President ; whofe duty it 
fhall be to prefide and keep order at 
all meetings of the faid Commiffion-

ers, and in his abfencc or incapacity, 
any other member may be called to 
the chair : and the faid Commmiffi- 
oners (hall be, and they are herebv, 
conftituted a body corporate, by the 
name and ftyie of the Prefident and 
Commiflioners of the Town of 
Blakeley ; and by that name they 
and their fucceflorsin office, (ball be 
capable in law, of filing and being 
fued, of impleading & of being im¬ 
pleaded, in all manner of funs and 
actions either in law or equity ; and 
alfo, to do all afts which are inci¬ 
dent to bodies corporate. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. 
That the faid Prefident and Gom- 
miffioners.fhall have power and au¬ 
thority to raife fuch fumor fums of 
money, as they {hall think neceffary 
for the well regulation of faid Town;

town, by the affefTor, according to 
the regulations to be eftablifhed by

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the faid Prefident and Commiffion 
ers dial I direct: Provided , the whole 
amount of fuch fum or fums, (hall 
not, in any one year, exceed twelve 
and a half cents, for every hundred 
dollars worth of property liable to 
taxation ; but if the fum, or fums fo 
affefled and collected, fhall be found 
infufficient for the fupply of the faid 
Town, it fhall be lawful for the Pre- 
fident, with the advice of two of the 
Commiflioners, to call a meeting of 
the land holders, free holders and 
houfe holders of faid town, by giv¬ 
ing five days previous notice there* 
of* fpecifying the object of faid meet¬ 
ing : and the faid meeting fhall have- 
power and authority by a majority 
of votes, to order fuch further fum 
or fums to be raifed* as to them may 
teem expedient ; to be afleffed, cob 
levied and paid, as fhall be dire&ed 
by the faid Prefident and Commiffi 
oners; 

Sec. 3„ And be it further enacted. 
That the faid prefident h commiffion- 
ers (hall meet on their own adjourn¬ 
ments, and have power from time to 
time, and at. all times hereafter, to 
make fuch bye-laws and regulations 
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in writing, not inconfifient with the 
laws of the United States or of this 
Territory, as to them fnal! appear 
neceffary forthe good government of 
the faid Town ; and the fame to put 
in execution, revoke and alter, as 
to them {hall appear expedient. In 
addition to the officers to be appoin¬ 
ted by the firft fcction of this act, the 
faid Prelident and Cocnmiffioners 
fhali have power to appoint fuch o- 
ther fubordinate officers as they may 
think neceffary, for the good govern¬ 
ment of the faid Town ; and, by or¬ 
dinance, to require fuch fecurity 
from the feveral officers, and to an¬ 
nex fuch fees to the feveral offices of 
the faid Town, and to impofe fuch 
fines for the negleft of duty in office, 
or mifcondud in the fame, as to them 
may'appear neceffary : and to make, 
limit, and impofe and tax reafona- 
ble fines and amercements in any 
one cafe not exceeding fifty dollars, 
againU all, and upon all perfons 
who fhall offend againft the bye¬ 
laws and regulations forthe govern¬ 
ment of the faid Town ; and all fuch 
fines and amercements to take, de¬ 
mand and levy of the goods and 
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chattels of fuch offender, fcv waf- 
rant iffiied under the hand and feal 
of the Prefident, direfted to the con* 
liable of the county, who is hereby 
required and authorifed to execute 
the fame ; which fines and amerce ¬ 
ments (half be paid to the treasurer, 
to be appropriated to the ufe and 
benefit of the faid Town. 

Sec. 4 And be it further enacted^ 
That the PreGdeni and Comrmffion- 
ers in office on the firft Monday in 
March, in each and every year, fhall 
remain and continue in office until 
fucceftbrs be duly elefted ; and it

dent and Gommiflioners, or any 
three of them remaining in office, 
to prefide at the annua! eleftion ap* 
pointed to be held on the firft Mon¬

And be it further enacted, 
That the faid PreGdent and Com- 
roiflioners ate. hereby authorifed to 
levy a tax on carts, drays, waggons, 
or other vehicles of transportation, 
and only fuch as are employed m 
tranfporting for pay or compensati¬ 
on, any article whatsoever, from 
one place to another within the li¬ 
mits of the faid Town : alfo, on all 
retailers of Spirituous liquors, a Sura 
not exceeding Ten Dollars per cen¬ 
tum. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted , 
That all. free white male perfons, 
fubject to taxation, who (hall be in 
the occupancy of a room to himfelf. 
Separate and apart, Ihall be deemed 
a noufe holder within the meaning 
of this act, and (hall be entitled to 
vote at the Town eleftions.

David Fifes, Janies A. Torbert.Den- 
nifon Darling, Thomas I. Strong, 
Iffael Pickens, James G. Lyon, Jack 
F. Rofs, William Crawford, Abner 
Smith Lipfcomb, William D. Gaines 
Nathan Whiting, Thomas Crowell 
and George Buchanan, and fhall re¬ 
main open twenty days at lead, and

the fame to grant, alien & difpofe of 
at pleafure, & (hall, by the name a~ 
forefaid, be capable and liable *n 
law, to fue and be fued, nlead and be 
impleaded, anfwer and be anfwered, 
defend and be defended, in any fuit, 
matter, a&ion or thing depending io 
any court of law or equity ; and, al- 
fo, to have and keep a common Peal, 
and the fame to break, alter or s- 
mend, at pleafure ; and, alfo, to or. 
dain, eftabiifh and put in execution, 
fuch bye laws, ordinances and regu¬ 
lations, not contrary to the laws of 
t he United States, or of this Territo- 
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ary, as they may deem ncccffary and 
expedient tor the good government
